the fact that a strike vote is now being 
taken by the railroad brotherhoods 
becau se of wage redu ctions ordered 
by the .Railroad Labor Board, W. Jett 
Lau ck, who has been consu lting econ­ 
omist of the railroad u nion« , today 
paid high lr ibt/ e to ithe 
work of 
the board and gave it credit for stab­ 
ilizing railroad labor condition« . 
The recent decision of the board 
relative to pu nitive overtime, Lau ck 
said has been displeasing to both the 
railroad employes and the railroad 
m anagem ents. 
He expreseed confi­ 
dence, however, that the decisions of 
the board had forestalled labor trou ­ 
bles on the railroads, despite the fact 
that the brotherhoods are now taking 
a strike ballot. 
The great need of the cou ntry after 
the armistice, Lau ck said, was a series 
of principles, or a code, to govern in­ 
du strial relations and conditions so 
that the continu ity 
of 
produ ction 
might not be broken by strikes, and 
that maximu m produ ction might be 
attained at the lowest cost to the con­ 
su mer. 
The 
first 
indu strial 
conference 
which 
was 
called 
by 
President 
Wilson with the object in view, he con­ 
tinu ed, tu rned ou t to be a tragic fail­ 
u re. 
T he steel etrike, which m ight 
have been settled, cost the cou ntry 
hu ndreds of millions of dollars and 
the coal strike followed with equ ally 
disastrou s resu lts. 
T he second 
inplu striial conference 
called by the President, the so-called 
Hoover conference, was equ ally fu tile, 
the economist declared. 
It prepared 
an extended report and recommended 
the establishm ent of elaborate m a ­ 
chinery for the adju stm ent of labor 
dispu tes, bu t failed in its primary 
du ty by failing to u rge certain fu n­ 
dam ental principles as mandatory u p 
on the adju stm ent of dispu tes. 
“The 
transportation 
ac t,” 
Lau ck 
continu ed, “not only provided a board 
for the settlem ent of railroad labor 
controversies, bu t also laid down as 
the constitu tion of this board a code 
of seven principles which shou ld be 
m andatory u pon the railroad labor 
board in making its decision. The sig- 
ifioant and praiseworthy featu res of 
the board’s work has gone beyond 
these seven standards and has laid 
down sixteen additional principles as 
m andatory u pon its own action and 
u pon bargaining between railway em ­ 
ployes and management. 
“Their decision on the su bject of 
pu nitive 
overtime 
has 
u ndou btedly 
prevented a national railroad strike. 
The aggregate of their decisions has 
been to provide a constru ctive basis 
of procedu re in railway indu strial re­ 
lations, which will 
not 
only 
safe­ 
gu ard the interests of employes bu t 
will also enable the railroads to oper­ 
ate economically and in the pu blic in­ 
terest, if railway management will co­ 
operate properly with 
the 
railway 
w orkers.”
